Déficit fiscal de EE.UU. crece 
más rápido que lo esperado 


Washington, (EFE).- El dé- 
ficit del gobierno federal de Es- 
tados Unidos crece más rápido 
que lo esperado mientras el pre- 
sidente George W. Bush propugna 
más cortes de impuestos y prepara 
una guerra, indicó el martes el 
diario The New York Times. 

Estados Unidos, después de 
décadas de déficit creciente, había 
alcanzado un superávit en-1997 y 
por cuatro años lo mantuvo acu- 
mulando un saldo favorable en su 


presupuesto de 557,800 millones 
de dólares. 

Desde el primer presupuesto 
elaborado por la administración 
Bush el gobierno federal retornó 
al déficit. que sumó 158,500 
millones de dólares el año pasado, 
y se calculó que llegaría a la cifra, 
sinprecedentes, de 304.000 mi- 
llones de dólares en el período fis- 
cal 2003 que concluye el 30 de 
septiembre. Ahora, según informó

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City faces tough budget cuts 


No more “free lunches” in San Jose

When the news came that the 
City of San Jose might face a sig 
nificant budget shortfall, San Jose 
Mayor Ron Gonzales wasted no 
time, and promptly canceled 
lunch. An immediate halt was 
called to the city’s customary 
practice of providing free snacks 
and bottled water to many cily 
sponsored meetings and events 

It will take a lot more than 
cancelling a few box lunches to 
close the city’s budget gap that 
some estimate to be as high as 
$120 million. 

Some might argue that this 1 
nota budget “crisis,” buta simp! 
case of misplaced priorities, and 
that all the city needs to do to ba 
ance the budget 1s to return t 


more reasonable levels of staf 
ing and program funding. 

Budget figures obtained from 
the city manager's office show 
that the city budget has grown sig- 
nificantly over the past four years. 
From July 1999 to July 2003, the 
city’s general fund budget grew 
by nearly 25 percent $668.2 mil- 
lion to $833.5 million. In one year 
alone (July 2001 to 2002) the bud- 
get grew by $100 million, an in- 
crease of 14 percent. 

The city hasn't changed that 
much in two years. Why not sim- 
ply return to the budget outline 
that was adopted in 2000-2001? 
This would seemingly be an im- 
partial way to make cuts and re- 
turn to fiscal accountability. Un- 
fortunately, it’s not quite that 
simple. 

Committments were made to 
the police and fire unions by the 
mayor and city council prior to 
last year’s election. Both depart- 
ments were given substantial pay 
increases. 


San Jose is how carelessly tax- 
payer money is managed and 
spent by the current administra- 
tion. 


In November 2001. the City 
of San Jose finance department 
reported that 462 new employees 
had been added to the city’s rolls 
since 1999. During that same time 
frame. an additional 68.129sy ft 


of office space was leased by the

city. In three short years. there was 
anearly 30 percent increase in the 
amountof commercial real estate 
leased by the city, translating to 
an extremely generous 147 sq ft 
per added employee. 

Just last month, City Auditor 
Gerald Silva released a report that 
concluded that millions of taxpay - 
ers’ dollars were wasted due to the 
mismanagement of the city’s ve- 
hicle fleet. “The 50-page audit, 
which began about 18 months 
ago, already prevented $11 mil- 
lion in unnecessary car purchases 
during the past year. If city mana- 
gement takes the auditor’s advice, 
an additional $20 million could be 
saved in the next two years..." 

Overseeing the city’s car fleet 
is not a complex task. If some- 
thing as basic as maintaining the 
cars owned by the city 1s misman- 
aged. one can only wonder as to 
the quality of oversight afforded 
the many other departments un- 
der the purview of the city man- 
aver,

deadline approaches

Even many of 
those who long ago had made the 
choice of adopting U.S. citizen-

Newly sworn U.S. citizens of 
Mexican birth automatically are 
deemed dual-citizens and recog- 
nized by the Mexican government 
if they obtained the nationality 
change after March of 1998. This 
law also recognizes the rights of 
U.S.-born adult children of a 
Mexican-born parent; that they 
also have the opportunity to gain 
the dual-citizenship. 

The deadline for filing outside 
of Mexico arrives on March 20, 
2003; five years after the adoption

Como hemos sido testigos 
aqui en Estados Unidos, México 
se ha unido al clamor de varios 
paises del mundo en contra de una 
posible guerra de Estados Unidos 
en Irak. 

Las protestas que han alte- 
rado el trafico en la famosa ave- 
nida Reforma en la Ciudad de 
México, no han sido ahora de los 
maestros o de los campesinos.

Al respecto voy a referirme a 
las declaraciones que dio a la 
prensa mexicana el analista Ra- 
fael Fernández de Castro, aca- 
démico de la ITAM, en el sentido 
de que Fox debe hacer lo con- 
trario. 

Según sus declaraciones pu- 
blicadas por el periódico Refor- 
ma, lo preocupante es que “la 
opinión pública está empezando 
a creer que el presidente Fox se 
va a oponer a Estados Unidos”. 
Para este analista, México no se 
puede aislar del resto del mundo, 
por lo que tiene que empezar a 
preparar a la opinión pública en 


caso de que México deba avalar 
una acción bélica en el Golfo 
Pérsico. 

Todos hemos visto como el 
“populismo” de Fox ha terminado 
“ahorcándolo” con sus propias 
palabras. En medio de la emoción 
de un discurso hemos visto frases 
como el atreverse a decir que pue- 
de resolver el problema de Chia- 
pas en 15 minutos. 

Y más vale que el mandatario 
mexicano comience a preparar 
bien al pueblo que lo eligió para 
darle una buena explicación si es 
que México tiene que emitir ante 
el Consejo de Seguridad su voto 
favoreciendo la guerra. Como di- 
ce Fernández de Castro en sus 
propias palabras “México no 
puede quedarse en una minoría”... 
“el voto de México es un equi- 
librio bastante complicado... sig- 
nifica que el país debe balancear 
los intereses económicos con 
Estados Unidos, y una traición de 
política exterior que promueve el 
pacifismo””. 

¡Vaya si la tiene difícil el Pre- 
sidente Fox Quezada!... sobre 
todo porque la oposición a la 
guerra contra Irak es práctica- 
mente generalizada y porque su 
popularidad va en franco declive. 

Vayamos por partes: una 
encuesta nacional del mismo 
periódico Reforma realizada en 
febrero pasado, indica que en los 
últimos tres meses, el 70 por 
ciento de los mexicanos no apoya 
a los estadounidenses en la guerra, 
esto representa ocho puntos más 
alto del rechazo manifestado a fi- 
nales del año 2002, cuando el 62 
por ciento apoyaba esta acción. 
Esta misma investigación indica 
que las noticias que más le in- 
teresan a la Opinión pública son 
las que se refieren a la guerra. 

En cuanto al franco declive de 
la imagen de Fox ante la opinión 
pública, éste podría irse en ace- 
lerada caída “hasta el fondo”, si 
el Presidente no se maneja bien y 
no mide sus palabras ante la po- 
sición de México frente a un po- 
sible conflicto armado en Irak.

Look at her eyes. No, don't 
do that. Those who live with 
trauma live with it in their eyes. 
Yet if you could see the world 
through her eyes, you wouldn't 
want to. If you could peek into her 
nightmares, you would relive — 
no, you wouldn't want to do that 
either. 

You don’t want to know about 
her more than 100 scars. her fears 
and her painful guilt ... unless it’s 
for the purpose of giving you the 
resolve to fight to eliminate war 
and torture from the face of the 
planet. 

In 1989, New Mexico native 
Sister Dianna Ortiz was “disap- 
peared.” raped and brutally tor- 
tured by Guatemala's secret po- 
lice. Her sadistic torture included 
being forced to repeatedly stab 
another woman. 

Her story is not unique. Some 
500,000 torture survivors live in 
this country. Several of them from 
Central America we count as our 
friends. 

In “The Blindfold’s Eyes: My 
Journey From Torture to Truth” 
(Orbis Books, $25) by Sister 
Dianna Ortiz Patricia 
Davis). we learn why it is said of 


(with 


torture victims that lucky are the 
ones who die. We come to know 
her as one of the ones who didn't 
die. She takes us behind her blind- 
folded eyes, to a land that prac- 
tices genocide and apartheid 
against Guatemala's indigenous 
population. Our government not 
only made possible (by a 1954 
coup d'etat) and armed a whole se- 
ries of repressive military regimes 
during that time, but her torturers 
took direct orders from a U.S. 
agent. And subsequently, our gov- 
ernment has tried to thwart and 
silence her journey toward truth. 

Perhaps that’s a debate from 
an era best forgotten. But how can 


| she heal, forget and forgive, she 


asks, if the torturers and their 
enablers continue to butcher and 


dehumanize their fellow human 
beings? How can Sister Dianna 
forget if history has not been 
righted, if those deaths and disap- 


pearances have not been ac- | 


counted for, and if their memories 
still reside in her eyes? 


Sister Dianna takes us to the | 


innermost recesses of fear and 
evil, and through her own caged 
journey to bring her torturers to 
justice. A U.S. truth commission 
should examine these U.S.-fi- 
nanced Central American wars 
(and those in Africa and Asia). It 
is necessary for reconciliation, but 
not enough to heal her, though she 
would no longer have to force 
herself to remember. 

If you ever see her eyes, don't 
feel pity. Instead, pledge to ensure 
that it will never again happen to 
another human being. Also thank 
her for continuing to work toward 
eliminating war and torture every- 
where. 

And Sister Dianna, we look 
beyond your eyes into your gentle 
heart. There. we see a purity of 
spirit. As you continue on your 
journey, we ask the Creator per- 
mission to offer you a limpia — a 
special cleansing for those who 
help heal the world — so that you 
no longer are one of those who 
didn't die, but one who lives 
freely. Always remember, the 
shame and guilt belong to them, 
not you. 

We sing gently to heal your 
injured spirit, to once again allow 
you to hear softly. With flowers, 
with a feather, we brush you to lift 
the weight you carry upon your 
shoulders. Rose petals on your 
face, on your skin so you can 
touch and be touched once again. 
Red earth for your feet, wherever 


they take you. Flowers for your | 
hands, whatever they touch. Wind | 
and flowers for your vientre | 
(womb), lungs and nose so you | 


again breathe as a free woman. A 
flute song so your voice can never 
again be silenced, and blessed 
water for your precious eyes, for 
your shattered soul.

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Viruela or smallpox

To many persons it will seem 
strange that in these times an old 
illness called smallpox is being 
spoken of. Nevertheless this ill- 
ness is one of the main worries of 
the government of the president 
Bush, due to that would be able 
to put in risk to the population in 
case of a biological attack. 

The President Bush initiated 
a national program of preparation 
to protect to the Americans against 
the smallpox in case to be utilized 
like biological weapon. By this 
reason him has been requested to 
the different communities that 
form teams of preparation against 
the illness. 

According to information of 
the Center for the Control and Pre- 
vention of the Illnesses (CDC by 
its acronyms in English). the 
smallpox is a serious illness that 
causes the death to 30% of the 
persons infected. This illness is 
caused for a called virus variola 
that is transmitted of a person to 
another through the nearby con- 
tact. 

Itis believed that the terrorist 
groups would be able to have ac- 
cess to the virus of the smallpox 
and to utilize it like biological 
weapon. That it is why the gov- 
ernment has suggested to the 
teams of answer specialized in 
medical attention, as well as to 
other groups that are the first in 
responding before an emergency, 
to use the vaccine against the ill- 
ness. These teams will take 
charge of identifying other per- 
sons that have is vaccinated to 
control the bud and to establish 
central public of vaccination. 

The smallpox is a very old ill- 
ness. During thousands of years 
epidemics of smallpox were pre- 
sented; nevertheless, after a suc- 
cessful world program of vacci- 
nation managed to eradicate the 
illness. In the United States, the 
last case of smallpox was regis- 
tered in 1949, while the last case 
occurred in the world was regis- 
tered in Somalia in 1977. Once 
the illness was eradicated in the 
planet, the habitual vaccination 
was suspended of all the popula- 
tion. 


Except by the reserves in 
some laboratories, the virus of the 
smallpox is eliminated. Neverthe- 
less, because of the terrorist at- 
tacks of September and October 
of 2001 has enlarged the worry. 

At present, in the United 
States there are sufficient quanti- 
ties of the vaccine against the 
smallpox applying it to all the 
Americans that could need it in 
case of an emergency. The vac- 
cine continues producing without 
interruption. 

This vaccine can have sec- 
ondary effects and can present 
some risks. The majority of the 
persons experience normal reac- 
tions, as pain in the arm, fever and 
pains in the body. Nevertheless, 
other persons present reactions 
that can be serious. 

The persons that have more 
probabilities to present serious 
secondary effects are those that 
have suffered illnesses of the skin 
and who have the immune system 
weakened, as for example the 
that have received a 
transplante, are VIH positive, are 
in processing for the cancer or are 
taking some medicines that dete- 
riorate the immune system.

Pregnant women should nei- 
ther receive the vaccine because 
represents a risk for the fetus. The 
women that are breastfeeding 
should neither receive the vaccine, 
neither the children less than 12 
months of age. 

The Committee Advisor on 
Methods of Immunización -ACIP 
advises that himself do not apply 
the vaccine against the smallpox, 
unless be a matter of a situation 
of emergency, to 18-year-old 
smaller persons. 

At the moment, the govern- 
ment has not recommended that 
the public in general be vaccinates 
against the smallpox due to that 
does not have information on an 
imminent biological attack, and 
due also to them mentioned sec- 
ondary effects of the vaccine.

Smart Taxes?

My colleague was upset be- 
cause he owed more than five 
thousand dollars to the IRS. His 
wife had unexpectedly earned a 
good salary the previous year, and 
now Uncle Sam wanted his cut. 

George Bush wants to help 
people like my colleague. Keep- 
ing with the Republican Party phi- 
losophy, he wants to do the po- 
litically easy thing and lower 
taxes. California Governor Gray 
Davis, a Democrat, wants to do 
the politically difficult thing, and 
raise them. Sometimes the diffi- 
cult decision is the smart one. 

Davis is planning to raise 8.4 
billion dollars in taxes. Much of 
it will come from an increase in 
the sales tax but some will come 


from a higher income tax on 
single people making more than 
$136,000 and couples earning 
more than $272,000. Davis’ tax 
increases and his 24 billion in re- 
duced spending, primarily in edu- 
cation, healthcare, and welfare, 
will balance the state budget, as 
required by California law. 

Bush also has a budget defi- 
cit to deal with, but in his case he 
is planning to eliminate the tax on 
stock dividends, estimated at 670 
billion over ten years. Another 
component would also accelerate 
the child tax credit. 

There are political dangers in 
dealing with taxes, whether offi- 
cials raise or lower them. 

It would seem that Bush 
would benefit from lowering 
them. That may not be the case. 
Since a significant portion of his 
tax cuts would go to the “rich,” 
Bush would continue to be labeled 
a protector of the upper class. 

In the case of Davis, raising 
taxes could haunt him down the 
road. Republicans are famous for 
saying that their opponents have 


raised taxes and using that fact as 
perfect reason why the tax raiser 
should not be elected. 

Labeling a political candidate 
a “tax and spend” Democrat can 
be very effective in convincing 
voters. In the last twenty years or 
so, Republicans have demonized 
the word “taxes.” 

The lower the better, and if 
you could get rid of them entirely, 
even better. Karen Hughes, a 
former key adviser to President 
Bush, always insisted on using the 
phrase “tax relief” rather than “tax 
cuts.” In essence, taxes are a bur- 
den to be eliminated. 

Tax cutting to the extreme 
eventually translates into a system 
where each of us has to pay for 
all services on an individual ba- 
sis. It means paying for your own 
army, your own freeways, your 
own airports, and all those ser- 
vices only Bill Gates might be 
able to afford. Living in a civilized 
society means we have common 
interests and needs which we need 
to pay as a group through taxes. 

Our unwillingness to pay 


taxes means that we leave certain 
basic needs such as healthcare to 
the private sector. We end up with 
HMOs, whose goal is their own 
profit, not our health. If we were 
to privatize the U.S. Marine 
Corps, the same motivating profit 
would lead us to the quality of 
services HMOs provide. 

The Republican mantra that 
government is inherently bad and 
private enterprise is always the 
way to go has begun to be ques- 
tioned by everyone in light of 
greed-driven companies like 
Enron and Arthur Andersen. 

Obviously the private sector 
is not always better as Republi- 
cans are fond of repeating. In fact, 
when the private sector screws up 
we have to resort to government. 
We did it for, example, with air- 
port screeners whose companies 
were interested in their profits and 
not our security. We replaced them 
with federal employees. 

So we can't abolish taxes as 
Republicans would love to do. 
And those who make a lot of

La esquizofrenia es una en- 
fermedad que en gran parte se 
manifiesta en la adolescencia.

Luisa Pérez ha dedicado 20 
años de su vida a educar a la 
comunidad sobre esta enferme- 
dad.

Su historia 

Luisa Pérez nació en Celig 
man. Arizona, y es la novena de 
13 hermanos. Vivió allí hasta los 
siete años de edad. Después su fa- 
milia se trasladó a California a 
trabajar en los campos agrícolas. 

En 1939, finalmente compra- 
ron una casa en Willow Glen. San 
José, a donde Luisa creció. Desde

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Reduccion agudiza problema 


de abuso infantil en California 


San Bernardino (Califor- 
nia), (EFE).- Los problemas pre- 
supuestarios en el estado de Cali- 
fornia repercuten indirectamente 

n el aumento de casos de abuso 
infantil, de acuerdo a la orga- 
nización estatal “Children Now”. 

Según un informe de este 
grupo, uno de cada cinco niños en 
ese estado “vive en o bajo los ni- 
veles de pobreza” lo que, aunque 
no puede considerarse directa- 
mente abuso infantil, repercute en 
las condiciones socio-econdmicas 
que impiden el desarrollo de los 
menores 

La Fundación Americana 
para la Comunicación contabiliza 
por su parte que en California 
unos 150.000 menores de edad 

son víctimas de distintas formas 
de abuso: muchos de los casos no 
se Investigan porque no son re- 
portados o porque las agencias 
encargadas no tienen suficiente 
personal. 

El Departamento de Servicios 
Sociales de California tiene a 
disposición de las personas in- 
teresadas una página de Internet 
con consejos y recomendaciones 
para prevenir el abuso infantil. 

Sin embargo, los casos siguen 
multiplicándose y no todos los 58 
condados del estado tienen re- 
cursos para prevenir los abusos, 


castigar a responsables o educar 
a la población, tanto hispana como 
de otros grupos étnicos. 

En el caso del condado de 
Orange, las organizaciones dedi- 
cadas a proteger a los niños con- 
tabilizaron en el 2001 cerca de 
21,000 casos de distintos tipos de 
abusos e iniciaron campañas en 
inglés y en español para contra- 
rrestar esa tendencia. 

Menos personal, 
recursos 

Cathy Cimbalo, jefa del de- 
partamento en San Bernardino, in- 
formó que tan sólo el año pasado 
se reportaron mas de 26,600 casos 
de abusos infantiles de diversos 
tipos. 

Las personas encargadas de 
las investigaciones solamente pu- 
dieron atender unos 18,000 ca- 
sos, porque la ley dice que des- 
pués de la denuncia hay un plazo 
de 10 diez días para investigar. 

“Los trabajadores sociales se 
enfocaron en los 1,700 casos más 
graves, que terminaron con la cus- 
todia de los niños por parte del 

gobierno, pero muchos otros si- 
guen aún en proceso o han queda- 
do bajo investigación”, dijo Cim- 
balo. 

De acuerdo con una traba- 
jadora social de San Bernardino, 
Linda Enriquez, el ser bilingúe

abusos que otros grupos étnicos. 

“Cada día recibimos un pro- 
medio de unas 200 llamadas te- 
lefónicas relacionadas con denun- 
cias y quejas por casos de abusos 
a menores de edad, pero no todas 
son en español y no todas mere- 
cen investigaciones”. aseguró la 
trabajadora social. 

Los problemas de presupues- 
to y de la economía en general son 
los que al parecer amenazan los 
programas de investigación y 
prevención del abuso infantil. 

De acuerdo con Cimbalo, se 
hace “muy difícil atender el pro- 
blema en una población creciente 
cuando el presupuesto se reduce” 
y el personal de la oficina tam- 
poco se amplia. 

La organización Children 
Now indica por otra parte que la 
pobreza, que no afecta por igual a 
todos los grupos étnicos, parece 
asociarse con el maltrato infantil 
y en California hay cada vez más 
población pobre. 

“Los problemas económicos 
multiplican los problemas de las 
poblaciones hispana y afroameri- 
cana”, destaca Children Now en

Precio de gasolina sigue subiendo 
y diesel llega a nuevo récord 


Washington, (EFE).- Los 
precios de los combustibles en 
EE.UU. han seguido subiendo en 
la Ultima semana, el diesel es- 
tableció un nuevo récord y la ga- 
solina alcanzó el quinto precio 
más alto jamás registrado, según 
datos oficiales divulgados el 
lunes. 

El precio medio del galón 
(3,78 litros) de gasolina se situó 
en 1,68 dólares, 2,8 centavos más 
que hace una semana y 54 cen- 
tavos más que hace un año, según 
datos publicados por la Admi- 


nistración de Información de la 
Energía, un organismo oficial. 

Se trata de la cifra más alta 
registrada desde mayo de 2001, y 
se sitúa sólo a 3 centavos del 
precio medio récord de la gasolina 
en EE.UU., que se fijó en abril de 
2001. 

En cuanto al diesel o gasóleo, 
usado en EE.UU. sobre todo por 
camiones y vehículos pesados, 
alcanzó la semana pasada nueva 
cifra sin precedentes de 1,75 dó- 
lares por galón. 

El precio de este combustible, 
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que registró un aumento de 4,4 
centavos durante la última sema- 
na, es superior en 58 centavos al 
de hace un año. 

La principal causa de esta 
fuerte subida se debe al incre- 
mento del precio del crudo debido 
a la incertidumbre por una posible 
guerra en Irak y por las conse- 
cuencias de la huelga que paralizó 


la producción petrolífera en Ve- | 


nezuela, país que aún no ha recu- 
perado totalmente sus niveles de 
antes del conflicto.

Este vídeo, además de folletos 
con instrucciones contra el te- 
rrorismo aéreo, también han sido 
entregados a 158 directores de 


seguridad aeroportuaria y a las

perimental de Aviación. 

El Gobierné de Washington 
incrementó y endureció las me- 
didas de seguridad en todas las 
terminales aéreas estadounidenses 
poco después de los atentados del 
11 de septiembre de 2001 en 
Nueva York, Pensilvania y Wash- 
ington en los que murieron unas 
3,000 personas.

The requirements for recuper- 
ating a Mexican citizenship are 
that you must be 18 years of age 
or over and born in Mexico. Oth- 
erwise, you must be the child of a 
Mexican mother or father. Sec- 
ond-generation U.S. born children 
of Mexican-Americans do not 
qualify. 

The documentation needed 
includes an original Mexican birth 
certificate and two copies. If born 
outside of Mexico, you will need 
an original, apostilled (the consu- 
late can tell you how to do this) 
birth certificate and two copies; as 


well as an original and two cop- 
les Of the birth certificate of the 
Mexican-born parent. Women 
who have married and changed 
their last names must also include 
an original marriage certificate 
and two copies. This proves they 
are the same individual named in 
the birth certificate, but who have 
changed their legal name. A cur- 
rent government photo identifica- 
tion is also needed, along with two 
copies. In lieu of a birth certifi- 
cate and photo identification, a 
passport and two copies can be 
substituted. 

Contact the nearest Consulate 
of Mexico for details and an ap- 
pointment before March 20". You 
will need to take two color pass- 
port photos (without eye glasses 
or caps) with a white background 
and submit the required paper- 
work.
